TEL AVIV. — Jewish activists in 
the Soviet Union have deen upset 
by the “favourable” remarks attri- 
buted to British Chief Ravbl Imma- 
nuel Jakobovits upon bis return to 
London from the Soviet Union, 
sources here reported yesterday. 

According to the activists, Rabbi 
Jakobovits, the first Western chief 
rabbi to visit the USSR, told. radio 
interviewers that the altuation of 
Soviet Jews had improved and that 
anti-Semitism in Russia was not 
government-inspired. The Jewish 
sources pointed to recent KGB raids 
on the homes of Jewish activists and 
to the recent increased campaign 
of intimidating ‘those wishing to 
leave for Israel. 

‘When contacted by telephone last 
night by The Jerusalem Post, Rabbi 
Jakobovits indicated he could not 


have said the situation of the Jews 
had improved in the USSR as he 
had never been there before. What 
he had said, however, was that 


‘but 
tyranny 
Hitler and now felt they had made 
considerable progress. They were 
scientists and could live in Moscow, 
whereas thelr grandfathers could 
only be tailors and were confined 
to the Pale. However, he said, he 
had noted that the spiritual desti- 
tution of the community was shat- 
tering. 

Rabbi Jakobovits further told The 
Post that what he had said was 
virulent anti-Semitism was not pre- 
valent or was a matter of official 
policy. However, he had noted the 
growing Government sanctioned dis- 
crimination in professions, universi- 
‘dea and in publications.

The shipping outlook 


NOT ALL PRICES are going up. 
Some are going down, and sea 
treight charges for petroleum are an 
example. For instance, 

8 ton of of] in a 300,000 ton tanker 
costs only a fourth of what it 
would cost in one 25,000 tons, for 
the economics of scale and modern 
technology together have brought 
down costa in the past 30 years and 
are changing the economic map of 
the world. This was explained by the 
director of the Shipping Research 
Institute, Dr. Naftali Wydra, in a lec- 
ture on Trends in Israel] Shipping lest 
Monday at the Haifa University, dur 
ing a graduation ceremony for twen- 
ty men who completed a two year 
course in shipping and ports ad- 
ministration. 

Tn 1046 the tanker afloat 
‘waz 26,000 tons. Today's is a giant of 
488,000 tons deadweight. Similarly, 
the size of bulk ships grew in the six- 
ties, which was the decade of 
specialized ships. These in turn 
reduced freight charges which 
meant that a country in raw 
materials like Japan is able to buy 
raw materials cheaply from 
faraway countries like Brazil and 
Peru and to ship its manufactured 
products to markets over 10,000 
nautical miles away. 

If mammoth tankers were the 
thing of the fifties, and huge bulk 
ships a product of the sixties, then 
this decade has brought us into the 
container age. General cargo is un- 
ified and shipped on pallets (flat 
‘wooden bases on which the goods 
are.piled up and moved in bulk with 
the help of crane and derricks) or in 
closed large containers, loaded or 
unloaded by giant cranes. While 15 
stevedores unload between ten and 
twenty tons of in an 


handle 240 tons shipped in con- 
tainers, a 12 to 20 fold increase in the 
productivity of facilities and 25 
to 40 fold in that of labour. Although 
the investment in the new port 
facilities and hence capital charges 
are high, the cost of handling a ton of 
unified cargo in the new method is 
now only a third of the cost of the 
conventional style. 

Israel has vot lagged behind in this 
world trend of maritime trade and 
port technology. Between 1954 and 
1974 the country’s maritime trade of 
ary cargo has gone up from two to 
ten millions tons, or by 400 per cent. 
The ports are now equipped to han- 
dle bulk cargo like potash, 
phosphates or grain by specialized 
equipment. In Haifa a container ter- 
minal is already in service; in 
Ashdod another is being set up- 

. The merchant marine, five small 
ships in 1948, today consists of 106 
ships with over four million tous 
deadweight, manned by crews com- 
prising 1,900 Israeli and 800 foreign 
seamen. It carries over half of the 
country’s foreign trade. Another 40 
per cent of its capacity is employed 
on foreign routes. The $650m. invest- 
ment in Israel flag tonnage returns 
an annual gross income of $450m.

THE ADVANTAGES OF VALUE ADDED TAX 


THE BROAD BASE OF VAT 


The first advantage of VAT derives from its broad base, the tax being applied 

to all transactions in the economy, and the resulting possibility of collecting 

considerable sums, even when the rate of the tax is relatively low. The public 

commitiee headed ‘by Judge Shlomo Asher, which examined the tax 

stated in its report, submitted to the Minister of Finance in January 1972: 
“The security and social needs of the country do not permit a drastic 
reduction in public expenditure. It may even ‘be expected that these 
needs will expand in the future. Under these circumstances, it is essential 
Lge barr gem fied oboe Mae grt οἱ pkg etre 
‘income it requires, without weakening the public’s will to work. Investig- 
ation of the subject, and the experience of many countries have convinced 
the Committee that the collection of large sums, without harming the 
economy, is possible only by means of a value added tax.” 


A NEUTRAL TAX 


Another advantage of VAT, in comparison with turnover taxes of the types 
referred to in Bi in 1, derives from the fact that, at any given stage, the 
tax paid in the previous stege is deductible from the tax due. As a result, 
in “rolling forward” through the production and marketing stages, the tax 
does not accumulate, and thus does mot distort the price of the met.

NONDISCRIMINATORY 
The principle of VAT can be expressed as: tax on outputs less tax on inputs. 
This eystern is called the “mvoice” (or “tax from tax”) system. The reason 
this latter term is used is that tex invoiced to a taxable person is deducted from 
tax invoiced by him to arrive at his vet tax liability. 
Being ‘broadly ‘based and having one universal rate, the tax avoids discrimina- 
tion between the different branches of the economy. It cannot imcrease the 
demand for one product, at the expense of another. Competition between the 
aterent ‘branches and different products is solely on the basis of cost and 
ciency. 


ENCOURAGEMENT OF EXPORTS AND INVESTMENT 


The deductions system, which we shall discuss in some detail, allows the 
VAT paid by an importer or investor on imputs to be remitted. This system 
thus encourages exports and investment, one of the objectives of the Govern- 
ment's economic policy. : 
A delegation of the Knesset’s Finance Committee, which undertook a’ fact- 
finding mission in Europe in 1971, stated in its report: ᾿ 
“We ‘have reached ‘the conclusion that value added tax, applied as en 
indirect tax, is the fairest, most equitable and efficient of all existing 
imdirect taxes. It encourages exports and ‘investment and avoids distortion 
and discrimination, and in its effect on the various factors in the 
economy and their operations, may be considered neutral.” 


CLOSED CIRCUIT TAX SYSTEM

~ South Africa’s dilemma 


SOUTH AFRICA'S involvement in Angola, in an 
attempt to block Soviet influence in Southern 
Africa, is presenting that country with undoubted- 


difficult to extricate themselves. 

Tt is now felt by many observers that the South 
African Government may have misjudged the 
situation by assuming that the U.S. and perha, 
other Western powers would join in the 
against the Soviet-backed MPLA, and that its 
cautious steps in conducting a dialogue with Black 
Africans have given it some respectability. But it 
is now apparent that not even those Black coun~ 
tries supporting the same cause in Angola — 
as Zaire Zambia — wish to be on South 
Africa's side. 


The’ first substantial Soviet arms shipment to 
the MPLA began arriving in Angola last May, aix 
months before the Portuguese withdrawal. By 
September, Jonas Savimbi's UNITA based in the 
south was having difficulties in facing the Marxist 
groups and was desperate for arms. Savimbi in- 
formed Zambian President Kaunda a little later 
that he had turned to Pretoria for help and that he 
had virtually ceded an 80-kms. strip of southern 
Angola to it. Then in late October, a column led by 
South African troops, backed by several dozen 
South African-made P; armoured cars, 
drove north for over 1,000 kms. until stopped near 
Novo Redondo port, 280 kms. south of Luanda. 


FOR SOME TIME South Africa said nothing 
about its forces inside Angola, though it admitted 
that its troops were stationed (with previous Por- 
tuguese permission) across the border at Calue- 
que and Ruacana where it has an investment of 
$184m. in a hydroelectric and irrigation scheme. 
Due to be completed next year, the project will 
supply irrigation to the Ovambo tribal reserve 
‘and hydroelectric power eventually to the whole. 
of South West Africa. 


But that there was a larger military involve- 
ment than at first thought emerged only with of- 
ficial South African reports of casualties (some 18 
soldiers killed 50 far) and reports of the capture of 
several others by the MPLA.
